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A further check to the rate of decline in wholesale 
prices occurred last month, for which the index 
number is returned at 63-7, a shrinkage of only 0:3 
per cent. from February. This is the smallest decline 
from the preceding month since the downward move- 
ment began in October, 1929.

The decline of 0-3 per cent. in the index number of 
j| articles for the month of March as compared with 
february still further continues the downward trend of 
wholesale prices which began in October, 1929. It is, 
)owever, a smaller percentage fall than that recorded 
or February, when the drop of 0-6 per cent. was the 
mallest percentage decline, as compared with the pre- 
ous month, which had occurred in any month since 
‘he downward movement commenced. In October, 
1929, the index number was 81-9, and the aggregate 
lecline during the period October, 1929, to March, 1931, 
yas amounted to 22 per cent.; food prices show an 
werage fall of 23 per cent., and prices of industrial 
materials an average fall of 21 per cent. For the first 
ime during this period industrial materials showed no 
jecline as compared with the preceding month, the 
index number for March, 1931 (62-1), being the same 
sfor February. The advances in wool and cotton were 
uficient to offset decreases in other groups. In the 
«ase of foodstuffs, the reductions in meat prices com- 
bined with a further fall in cereals more than offset 
lvances in the miscellaneous food group.

In the food groups the falls in the prices of cereals 
nd of meat and fish averaged 0-9 per cent. and 6-0 
ner cent. respectively in March as compared with 
february, while the index number for ‘* other foods ”’ 
hows an inerease of 4-8 per cent. Among industrial 
aaterials the most noticeable variation was an average 
ucrease of 7-3 per cent. for wool, while the cotton group 
Iso showed a small recovery (0-2 per cent.). 


As compared with a year earlier the group averages,

Of the 
former 21 were of less than 5 per cent., 4 were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., 1 (wool tops in oil, 
merino) of 14 per cent., and 1 (wool tops in oil, cross- 
bred, colonial) of 22 per cent. Of the 28 decreases 22 
were of less than 5 per cent., 5 were of between 5 and 
10 per cent., and 1 (petroleum) of 11 per cent. 


MovEMENT OF ComMmopity Pricks 


The table on p. 464 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the 8 groups to which 
they then related, appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 
24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, however, that 
separate index numbers have since been compiled for 
coal and for wool, and these items are, therefore, no 
longer included in the respective groups of ‘‘ other 
metals and minerals ’’ and “* other textiles.’’ There are 
now i0 groups for which separate index numbers are 
compiled, and the number of items included in each of 
these groups is shown in the preceding table. 


In regard to cereals, the most noticeable variations 
in the prices during March, as compared with Febru- 
ary, were decreases in the averages of the quotations 
amounting to 8 per cent. for English barley, to 16 per 
cent. for Rangoon rice, and to 3 per cent. for No. 2 
Northern Manitoba wheat, while La Plata maize in- 
creased in price by 16 per cent. In the ‘‘ meat ’’ group 
Danish bacon was dearer by about 7s. (or 10 per cent.) 
per cwt., but there was a seasonal reduction of New 
Zealand lamb, which amounted to 11s. (14 per cent.) 
per ewt., and English mutton declined by 5s. (5 per 
cent.) per ewt. Among “ other foods ’’ Danish butter 
was cheaper by 6s. per ewt., while New Zealand butter 
was slightly dearer, and a small advance oceurred in 
sugar prices. ‘Tea was slightly cheaper. 

Iixcept in the case of wool there were few important 
variations in the average prices for March, as compared 
with February, of the industrial commodities which are 
included in the table. Quotations for iron, steel and 
coal were practically unchanged, and copper, lead and 
zine were slightly cheaper. Straits tin was, however, 
dearer by over £5 per ton. Among textiles, American 
and Kgyptian raw cotton, and cotton yarns showed 
slight advances in average quotations from those of the 
previous month, while prices of wool tops in oil were 
considerably higher and those for wool yarns slightly 
higher. The prices of two items of building materials 
included in the table, viz., Fletton bricks, and English 
sheet glass, showed a slightly lower average for March. 


Items not included in the Table.—With regard to 
the commodities which are used in the compilation of 
the index, but for which prices are not shown in the 
accompanying table, the principal changes in the food 
sroups were decreases for Wiltshire smoked bacon 
(10s. 6d. per ewt.), for American green bacon (4s. per 
cwt.), seasonal decreases in the price of Irish and 
Danish eggs and an average increase of 3s. 6d. per ewt. 
for British butter. Flour (at Glasgow), English beef 
and pork, and Seotch mutton were all slightly cheaper. 
Fish, particularly cod and haddock, was also markedly 
cheaper, partly, at least, from seasonal causes, 
while Plate oats, British feeding barley, tapioca and 
Canadian and New Zealand cheese were all slightly 
dearer. 


There were no marked variations during March in the 
prices of the items of industrial materials which are not 
included in the table; raw wool and wool yarns, and 
most of the various descriptions of cotton yarns and 
cotton eloths were slightly dearer. There were prac- 
tically no changes in the quotations for iron and steel, 
while two descriptions of coal were slightly dearer and 


two were slightly cheaper.

this trade by a high quality article for lithographing. 


Tools.—Germany and the United States compete in 
this respect with considerably lower priced articles. 
Although British tools have better lasting qualities, 
they are not sufficiently well known in the Republic to 
command a ready sale. 


Motor Cars, Trucks, etc.—The United States has 
complete control of this market and any attempt to 
compete would be met with the most severe resistance. 
It is very doubtful whether any progress at all could 
be made by merely shipping cars and expecting to sell 
them even on a liberal commission basis. The country 
is accustomed to American cars and any competing car 
would have to be lower in price than the corresponding 
class of American car; full stocks of spare parts would 
have to be carried and a very liberal allowance made 
for advertising and initial expenditure. It might, how- 
ever, be worth the while of a British manufacturer to 
visit the country and study the possibilities of erecting 
an assembling plant. 


Electrical Goods.—It is doubtful whether any con- 
siderable business could be acquired without actually 
establishing a branch in Mexico. 


Cinematograph Films.—In spite of American com- 
petition several British films have been shown with 
success. ‘The Mexican audience is sympathetically in- 
clined to British products, and any success in this 
market also has an educational value. 


Textiles.—The Customs tariffs on yarns, fabrics and 
manufactured articles have recently been increased as 
much as 40 per cent. with a view to the encouragement 
of national production. This is naturally a blow to what 
has always been a considerable section of British trade, 
but there are still various products which cannot as yet 
be produced in Mexico. Energetic salesmen should do 
much to maintain and even improve our sales of these 
commodities. The textile mills use large quantities of 
chemicals and dyes, mostly of German and Swiss 
origin, and it might be worth the while of British 
manufacturers to investigate this market. 


Miscellaneous Manufactured Goods.—There are still 
innumerable British articles practically unknown in 
Mexico. These can best be introduced by salesmen, 
and it is suggested that, to avoid expense, salesmen 
could carry two or three lines. The Mexican market 
is still to a large extent one of price, but the public are 
gradually becoming more critical of quality and the 
shops have made great strides in the art of attractive 
display.

CORROSION OF TIN PLATE CONTAINERS 
BY FOOD PRODUCTS 


A small laboratory for research on canning was 
established at the Low Temperature Research Station, 
Cambridge, in 1927. Accounts of its work have 
appeared in the Annual Reports of the Food Investiga- 
tion Board. It is appropriate that the first *Report to 
appear in the series of Food Investigation Special 
Reports should deal with what is generally recognised 
to be the most fundamental problem with which the 
canning industry is confronted, namely, the corrosion 
of the tin-plate container. 

It is commonly believed that corrosion is less serious 
in the canning industry in Great Britain than in 
America. If this is indeed the case, it is to be attri- 
buted to the lower temperatures prevailing in Great 
Britain and to the smaller variety of fruit packed here; 
and it must not be forgotten that the protection 
afforded by low temperatures will not obtain in many 
parts of the British Empire or in the case of exported 
British canned goods. 

The Report embodies the results of three years’ 
work; it is hoped that it will be not only of assistance 
to the canning industry, but also of interest to those 
who are concerned with the wider problem of corrosion 
in general, which is of such growing importance in 
industry to-day.

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CANADA SOUTH AFRICA 
UNIFORM SIZE FOR CATALOGUES PRODUCE SHIPMEN'T'S 
H.M. ‘Trade Commissioner at Toronto reports that in According to cabled advice from the Department 9 
the past criticisms have been made by Canadian firms Agriculture, Pretoria, to the High Commissioner 


regarding the many and various sizes and types of cata- 
logues sent to the Canadian market by United Kingdom 
manufacturers. He states that this practice tends to 
create difficulties in the filing of such literature and often 
results in a too cumbersome catalogue being discarded. 

The National Association of Purchasing Agents has 
recently issued an announcement requesting that catalogues 
intended for filing should, wherever possible, be made the 
standard size of 72 in. by 10§ in. This is known as the 
national standard catalogue size and has been endorsed by 
many of the leading industrial associations on the con- 
tinent of America. 

There are many advantages in this standard size, the 
principal one being that it fits the standard letter file, 
making possible or practical a uniform filing and index- 
ing system, while it also effects economy in filing space and 
ensures the availability of the catalogue when wanted. To 
meet the occasional demand for a smaller catalogue the 
national standard catalogue might be produced in half size, 


viz., 55 in. by 72 in., to open flat for filing purposes. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


CHNSUS OF SUGAR CONFECTIONERY AND 
JAM MAKING INDUSTRIES (REPORT NO. 14) 

Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 
1930), made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were 
received relating to the operations, in 1929, of the 56 
establishments in the Irish Free State, engaged in the 
manufacture of sugar confectionery and jam. The returns 
received showed that twenty-six of these establishments 
worked over 300 days in the year, thirteen between 280 and 
300 days, nine between 200 and 280 days and eight worked 
than 200 days. Fourteen establishments also stated 
that, owing to slackness of trade, their workers were placed 
on short time during various periods in the year. The 
hours normally worked per week by wage-earners were 4&8 
in twenty-seven establishments; 44 to 47} hours in sixteen; 
10 to 43 in eight; less than 40 in four; and over 48 in one. 
Thirteen new establishments started in this industry since 
1926, small firm closed down.

TARIFF CHANGES 

With reference to the notice under the above heading 
in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 26 (pages 423-4), the Board of 
Trade have now received copy of the Tariff Amendment 
Law as passed by the Legislative Council, which received 
the assent of the Governor on February 28. The Law as 
passed differs from the Bill in certain particulars and the 
particulars given in the above-mentioned notice should be 
amended as follows, viz. :— 

The minimum duty under the General Tariff on gin is 
fixed at 29s. 8d. instead of 30s. per liquid gallon. The pro- 
posed special provision for motor cars, motor car parts and 
motor trucks, which would have involved an increase in the 
duty under the General Tariff, has been withdrawn. The 
duty on bay rum is fixed at 9s. and 12s. per proof gallon 
under the British Preferential and General Tariffs respec- 
tively, instead of at 8s. per proof gallon under both Tariffs. 
The last sentence in the above-mentioned notice should read 
‘Containers of cardboard or of waxed paper used for 


putting up or containing Island produce.”’ 


NEW ZEALAND 
IMPORTATION OF TOBACCO 


The Board of Trade have received copy of the Report of 
the Tobacco Industry Committee, which was appointed 
under an Order of the New Zealand House of Representa- 
tives to enquire into and report upon the New Zealand 
tobacco growing and tobacco manufacturing industries. In 
this connection the Committee have made, inter alia, the 
following recommendations, viz. :— 

1. That for the purpose of safeguarding the revenue of 
the Dominion the import duty on unmanufactured tobacco- 
leaf be at the rate of 3s. per lb., or 260 per cent. ad 
valorem, whichever be the greater. Present invoices do 
not disclose a current domestic value different from the 
selling price to purchaser with whom any local concern is 
dealing, but, should the present business practice be 
departed from, ad valorem to be calculated on the invoice 
price and not on the current domestic price or value, and 
in every case to include the usual 10 per cent. added value. 

2. That the import duty on cut tobacco be fixed at the 
rate of 5s. 6d. the pound, in lieu of the existing duty ot 
4s. 2d. the pound; that the import duty on tobacco n.e.1., 
including the weight of every label, tag, or other attach- 
ment, be fixed at the rate of 5s. 4d. the pound; and that 
the aggregate amount of Customs and excise duties in 
respect of these two items to be abolished. The limitation 
of duty to remain in respect of the other items set out in 
section 23 of the Customs Acts Amendment Act, 1930 (this 
section fixed the aggregate amount of Customs and excise 
duties on tobacco). 

8 That the Tobacco Act. 1908, be amended to include a 
definition of ‘ fine-cut tobacco suitable for the manufac- 
ture of cigarettes,’’ and that ‘ fine-cut tobacco suitable for 
the manufacture of cigarettes’? be any imported tobacco 
cut with 40 or more cuts to the inch. 

4. That the Tobacco Act, 1908, be further amended to 
include a definition of ‘‘ unmanufactured tobacco,’’ and 
that such definition define foreign leaf imported in strips 
as unmanufactured tobacco. 

5. That there be in future no drawback payable on 
imported tobacco leaf once such leaf has been drawn for 
factory manufacture; but that drawback shall remain pay- 
able on leaf damaged in transit or otherwise before it 1s 
drawn from bond, and thereby abolishing the existing 
refund claimable on stalks, refuse, clippings, or waste from 
any such imported tobacco leaf.

The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 2 of the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5, c. 53), 1t 1s provided that 
after an enquiry in relation to goods of any class or descrip- 
tion has on a reference from the appropriate department 
been held by a committee appointed for the purposes of the 
said Act and the report of the committee on the matter has 
been taken into consideration by the department, that de- 
partment may, unless it appears to them that the trade of 
the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other parts of 
His Majesty’s dominions with the United Kingdom would be 
prejudiced if imported goods of that class or description for 
use or consumption in the United Kingdom were prohibited 
to be sold unless they bear an indication of origin, make a 
representation to His Majesty that it is desirable that an 
Order should be made under that Section, and His Majesty 
in Council may thereupon, subject to the provision of the 
said Act, make an Order prohibiting the sale or the exposure 
for sale in the United Kingdom of imported goods of that 
class or description unless they bear an indication of origin: 


And Whereas an enquiry in relation to goods of the class 
to which the present Order relates (hereinafter referred to as 
goods of the class) has, on a reference from the appropriate 
department, namely the Board of Trade (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the Board) been held by a committee appointed 
for the purposes of the said Act, and the report of that com- 
mittee has been taken into consideration by the Board, and 
it does not appear to the Board that the trade of the United 
Kingdom or the trade generally of other parts of His 
Majesty’s dominions with the United Kingdom would be 
prejudiced if goods of the class imported for use or consump- 
tion in the United Kingdom were prohibited to be sold unless 
they bear an indication of origin: 


And Whereas by sub-section (5) of Section 2 of the said 
Act, it is provided that if on an enquiry under sub-section 
(1) of the said Section it appears to a committee to be 
desirable that any imported goods should bear an indication 
of origin at the time of importation, and the committee s0 
reports to the appropriate department, that department 
unless, having regard to all the circumstances of the case, 
including the re-export trade of the United Kingdom in that 
class or description of goods, it considers such action unde- 
sirable, may make a representation to His Majesty that it is 
desirable that the goods should bear an indication of origin at 
the time of importation, and His Majesty may by Order-ii- 
Council under that Section (without prejudice to His Powers 
under sub-section (1) of that Section) make provision 
accordingly :
